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This application should be refused for the reasons mentioned below. If the 
applicant has any argument against the reasons, please submit such argument within 3 
months from the dispatch date of this notification. 

[Reason 1 :] 

The inventions of the claims 1-37 of the present application should not be granted 
a patent under Patent Law Section 29(2), since it could have easily been made by persons 
who have common knowledge in the technical field to which the inventions pertain, on the 
basis of the inventions described in the distributed publications mentioned below or made 
available to the public through electric telecommunication lines in Japan or foreign 
countries prior to the filing of the present application. 



The cited publication 1, particularity in reference to page 2, lines 15-18; page 5, 
line8 to page 6, line 4; page 8, line 30 to page 9, line 27; page 11, line 16 to page 12, line 
21; Fig. lc; Fig. Id; Fig. 3c and Fig. 3d, discloses an invention comprising steps of: 

-analysing online forms presented by shopping sites etc., 

-identifying from User Metadatabase a data to be filled into a blank space in said 
form, and

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-after a page with said space being filled with said data is displayed to the user 
for confirmation, transmitting said page to said sites. 

Further, the cited publication 2, particular in reference to column 1, lines 5-8; 
column 3, line 33 to column 4, line 4 and Fig. 2, discloses, as is the case with the cited 
publication 1, a feature that a form is sent after its blank space is automatically filled. 

Comparing the invention of the present application as claimed in claims 1-37 
with that of the cited publication 1 or 2, the difference between these inventions is the 
well-known technique prior to filing of the present application or only a designing matter 
which can suitably be determined by those skilled in the art, the invention of the present 
application as claimed in claims 1-37 can easily be invented by those skilled in the art. 

[Reason 2:] 

The subject application does not comply with the requirements under Patent Law 
Section 36(6)(i) on the following points in the claims. 

[Remarks] 

In claim 4, there is disclosed a feature that the blank form is filled in using "a 
fuzzy fill procedure", but there is no description of "a fuzzy fill procedure" in the 
description. This may be applied to claims 1 1, 17, 24, 29, and 34 

Therefore, the inventions of claims 4, 11, 12, 17, 18, 24, 25, 29 and 34 are not 
those described in the description. 

[Reason 3:] 

The subject application does not comply with the requirements under Patent Law 
Section 36(6)(ii) on the following points in the claims. 

A. The term of "a fuzzy fill procedure" described in claim 4 is not a technical term used 
in this technical field, so that the meaning thereof is not clear. This may be applied to 
claims 11, 17, 24, 29 and 34. 

B. Claim 19 describes "maintaining an additional database", but the additional database is 
previously maintained in the first computer server and is not maintained with respect 
to each implementation of the method of automating data transactions. Therefore, it 
is not clear that the step of "maintaining an additional database" is one step of the 
method of automating data transactions. This may be applied to claims 26 and 35. 

C. Claim 19 describes "said stored form data relating to forms required by at least one 
other computer server". This would conceivably mean that the stored form data 
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relates to a form before said form is required by another computer server, but the 
correct meaning thereof is not clear. This may be applied to claims 26 and 35. 
D. Claim 31 describes "employing program code residing on said first computer server", 
but the program code is previously employed and is not employed with respect to each 
implementation of the method of automating login transactions. Therefore, it is not 
clear that the step of "employing program code residing on said first computer server" 
is one step of the method of automating login transactions. 

Thus, the inventions of the present application as claimed in claims 4, 11, 12, 
17-20 and 24-37 are not clear. 

[Reason 4:] 

The inventions of the present application as claimed in claims 1 and 4 are the 
same as that filed prior to the filing of the present application, so that it cannot be patented 
under Patent Law Section 36(6)(ii).
